Cribute  to  I11r$.  Bradley 


IvADLEY  was  born  in  Indiana,  her  parents  liaviny  moved 
from  Kentucky  a  few  years  before  her  liirth.    She  grew  up 
I  on  western  soil  with  western  customs  and  ideas,  modified 
I  somewhat  by  the  old  southern  habits  \\>hich  her  family  had 
Ijrought  from  the  land  of  slavery. 


After  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Bradley,  she  moved  to 


Peoria,  where  she  lived  a  short  time  in  the  square  house  on  High  street,  which  over- 
looks the  city,  and  from  which  she  moved  into  her  present  home.  During  her  whole  life 
habits  of  thrift  and  industry  have  kept  her  interests  close  to  the  interests  of  the  great 
mass  of  American  people,  and  when  she  saw  herself  nearing  her  eightieth  birthday, 
possessed  of  a  large  amount  of  money,  and  remembered  that  of  her  six  children  not  one 
lived  to  inherit  the  fortune  which  had  piled  up  through  her  frugality  and  her  business 
ability,  her  thought  went  out  to  other  children  who  had  too  little  opportunity  to  learn 
the  practical  things  of  life. 

Mr.  Bradley's  death,  some  thirty  years  before,  had  cut  short  plans  for  building  an 
orphan  asylum  in  memory  of  their  dead  children.  The  orphan  asylum  idea  gave  place 
in  Mrs.  Bradley's  mind  to  the  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  now,  in  her  eighty- 
sixth  year,  she  takes  comfort  and  pride  in  the  school  she  has  established,  because  she 
believes  it  is  doing  good  work. 

Mrs.  Bradley's  chief  interest  at  home  is  her  flower  garden,  and  her  choicest  roses 
— of  which  she  has  great  numbers — are  often  sent  to  the  Institute  upon  occasions  of 
festive  gatherings.  Mrs.  Bradley  herself  frequently  comes  to  the  Institute,  and  as  she 
sits  upon  the  platform,  a  beautiful  figure  in  her  black  silk  gown,  relieved  by  handsome 
lace,  the  students  look  upon  her  with  the  love  akin  to  that  they  give  their  mothers. 

At  home  Mrs.  Bradley  is  cordial  to  her  friends;  is  ready  to  entertain  those  who 
delight  in  the  Institute,  whether  they  are  former  acquaintances  or  not ;  and  always 
holds  her  house  open  for  the  personal  friends  who  are  fond  of  gathering  for  an  evening 
chat. 

During  the  eighty-five  years  of  her  life  Mrs.  Bradley  has  laid  up  stores  of  wisdom, 
which,  united  with  her  sturdy  common  sense,  make  her  a  most  interesting  woman,  and 
as  she  sometimes  gives  her  ideas  about  the  vital  questions  of  the  day,  every  one  within 
reach  is  glad  to  listen  and  to  know  what  her  keen  insight  and  strong  judgment  find  in 
the  problems  wdiich  this  generation  must  work  out. 

Long  may  Mrs.  Bradley  live  to  lend  to  us  her  gracious  presence,  her  kindly  thought, 
and  her  helpful  word.  All  Bradley  Institute  members  unite  in  loving  and  honoring  the 
woman  who  has  done  so  much  for  the  young  people  of  today.

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HE  Domestic  Economy  Department  was  one  of  the  first  departments  thouiiht 
of  in  the  very  beginning-  of  Bradley  Institute,  being  organized  with  the 
other  departments  before  the  builchng  was  finished.  The  work  of  this 
department  is  designed  to  give  the  feminine  portion  of  the  student  body 
a  deftness  in,  and  knowledge  of,  the  principles  governing  the  work  of  a 
home. 

For  the  first  two  years  of  the  six  spent  at  Bradley  Institute,  the  girls 
are  required  to  spend  one  class  period  in  the  sewing  room,  where  they  are 
taught  to  do  good  hand  work  and  a  knowdedge  of  the  best  stitches  to  put 
into  each  garment,  in  the  places  where  these  same  stitches  are  needed;  this 
takes  up  the  work  of  the  first  year.  In  the  second  year,  the  care  and  use  of 
a  sewing  machine,  the  altility  to  cut  and  fit  ganuents  comes  re])idly. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  six  scheduled  years  of  school  life, 
the  girls  can,  if  they  chose,  take  a  course  in  practical  dress  making  and 
tailoring.  At  the  same  time  they  are  taught  something  of  the  ])roduction  and  manufac- 
ture of  the  materials  used  for  clothing;  thus,  when  the  course  is  completed  each  girl  has 
the  satisfaction  of  wearing  something  of  her  own  handiwork,  and  of  knowing  of  what, 
how  and  wdiy  the  garment  she  is  wearing  is  made  and  worn  as  it  is. 

The  fourth  year  witnesses  the  introduction  of  these  girls  to  the  Food  Department. 
There  they  may  learn  in  the  kitchen  laboratory,  the  manipulation  of  certain  food 
materials  and  their  relation  to  one  another.  Practice  is  given  in  making  types  of  water 
and  milk  foods,  cereals,  fruits,  vegetables,  meats,  salads,  puddings,  pastry,  cake  and 
bread. 

In  the  fifth  and  sixth  year  the  canning  and  preserving  of  fruits,  fancy  cookery, 
marketing,  planning,  preparing,  and  serving  meals  are  taught.  This  work  occupies  one- 
quarter  of  the  fifth  year,  the  remaining  two  quarters  are  devoted  to  the  study  of  food 
and  its  functions,  to  dietary  studies  and  chemistry  of  food.  The  last  year  of  the  course 
in  Domestic  Economy  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  hygiene  and  sanitary  science. 

The  department  is  well  equipped  with  the  necessary  furniture  and  utensils,  the  last 
two  years  having  seen  a  wonderful  improvement  in  this  line.  Seven  rooms  are  given  up 
to  this  department,  two  serving  rooms,  the  lunch  room,  a  long  kitchen,  kitchen  labora- 
tory, lecture  room,  practice  dining  room  and  an  office.  The  practice  dining  room  is 
often  the  scene  of  many  pretty  luncheons  and  parties  given  bv  the  dift'erent  classes. 

This  department  fills  a  long  felt  want  in  the  city  of  Peoria  and  viciniiy,  and  in  fne 
future  women  and  girls  will  be  glad  to  say  that  their  scientific  knowledge  of  home 
keeping,  is,  in  a  great  measure,  due  to  their  study  at  Bradley  Institute.

V  ONE  were  asked  wherein  Bradley  Institute  differs  most  widely  from  the 
large  number  of  colleges  and  high  schools  doing  work  of  the  same  grade,, 
probably  he  would  answer,  "In  its  wider  range  of  opportunity."  Besides 
affording  an  opportunity  to  study  ancient  and  modern  languages,  mathe- 
matics and  history,  it  offers  laboratory  courses  in  several  sciences,  and 
practical  instruction  in  manual  training,  domestic  economy,  drawing  and 
engineering.  Here  a  student  finds  an  opportunity  to  pursue  these  modern 
school  studies  under  conditions  as  favorable  as  those  which  attend  the 
best  of  instruction  in  the  older  studies  of  the  curriculum. 

The  Manual  Arts  Department  offers  a  variety  of  courses,  but  the 
general  aim  of  all  these  may  be  stated  in  a  few  words:  in  the  Lower 
Academy  it  is  to  give  such  instruction  in  manual  training  and  drawing  as. 
all  pupils  should  receive,  whatever  courses  they  may  pursue  later  and 
whatever  may  be  their  occupation  after  leaving  school.  This  manu;il 
training  work  makes  the  student  handy;  it  gives  him  an  opportunity  to  work  out  a 
definite  purpose — planning  and  then  executing  with  his  own  hands.  It  gives  him  power 
to  express  himself  in  material  things  as  well  as  in  verbal  and  written  languages.  By  thus 
expressing  his  ideas,  he  gains  practical  power  in  thinking  and  knowledge  of  material 
and  processes  as  well  as  skill  of  hand.  Along  with  these  comes  also  the  habit  of  thor- 
oughness, and  some  appreciation  of  what  is  truthful  and  appropriate  in  works  of  art 
and  manufacture.  Whether  drawing  or  shopwork,  the  manual  arts  work  of  the  Lower 
Academy  is  for  general  development,  and,  therefore,  of  value  to  all  students,  just  as- 
are  the  other  studies  taken  during  the  same  years. 

In  the  Higher  Academy,  after  students  have  chosen  the  groups  of  studies  they  w!sh 
to  pursue,  the  work  becomes  more  technical  in  character,  varying  according  to  the  group. 
When  the  College  is  reached,  trade  processes  are  studied,  and  skill  is  acquired  in  suf- 
ficient measure  to  fit  students  for  remunerative  employment  in  industries  where  special 
knowledge  of  one  or  more  of  the  manual  arts  is  required.  One  may  pursue  courses  in 
art  work,  drawing,  painting,  designing,  clay  modeling,  and  wood  carving,  or  such  trade 
and  engineering  courses  as  pattern  making,  cabinet  making,  architectural  drawing, 
machine  design  and  construction,  applied  electricity  and  steam  engineering. 

The  manual  arts  courses  at  Bradley,  then,  help  to  broaden  and  enrich  the  curricu- 
lum, reenforcing  mathematical  and  science  studies,  and  enabling  a  student  to  choose 
more  intelligently  his  life  work.  Beginning  with  courses  for  general  development,  in 
which  both  the  mechanical  and  the  artistic  elements  are  blended,  the  work  becomes  more 
and  more  specialized,  on  the  one  hand  fitting  students  for  positions  of  responsibility  in 
a  variety  of  arts  and  industries,  and,  on  the  other,  sending  them  on  with  full  credit  to 
higher  courses  in  engineering,  art,  or  architecture. 


Cbe  Drawing  Dcpartmetit 


E  ARE  indebted  to  Izaak  Walton  for  the  saying:    "As  no  man  is 
Ijorn  an  artist,  so  no  man  is  born  an  angler."    Curious  enough 
this  same  genial  philosopher  tells  us  that  "angling  is  somewhat 
like  poetry,  men  are  to  be  born  so."    It  was  more  than  two 
hundred  years  ago  when  Izaak  Walton  wrote  on  angling,  but  if 
he  were  writing  today  on  the  art  of  painting  his  paradox  turned 
al)out  would  serve  him  well.    No  man  is  born  an  artist,  though  he 
becomes  a  great  artist,  if  at  all,  because  somehow  he  was  born  so;  he 
was  born  with  talent  or  tendencies  which,  when  developed  to  their  full 
extent,  made  him  an  artist.    Even  so  a  large  percentage  of  his  talent  is 
nothing  but  talent  to  work,  to  study,  to  overcome  obstacles. 

Everybody  with  hands  can  learn  to  draw  and  spread  pigment,  but  not  everyone 
can  gain  power  to  make  a  dollar's  worth  of  paint  and  canvases  worth  ten  thousand 
dollars  in  the  market.  Fortunately  that  is  neither  necessary  nor  desirable.  The  world 
may  need  more  great  painters,  but  infinitely  more  does  it  need  those  who  can  use  the 
humble  art  of  drawing  in  an  effective  manner  in  a  thousand  industries  and  activities, 
and  can  distinguish  Ijetween  the  true  and  the  false,  the  good  and  the  bad  in  drawing, 
color  and  design.    Art  applied  to  some  worthy  use  is  what  is  most  needed. 

The  drawing  department  at  Bradley  gives  every  reasonable  opportunity  for 
genius  to  burn,  for  talent  to  develop,  but  in  recognition  of  the  greater  need  it 
encourages  every  student  to  learn  to  draw  and  to  apply  that  drawing  in  some  useful  way 
— the  word  useful  here  to  be  considered  as  including  the  beautiful,  the  higher  useful, 
which  ministers  to  man's  higher  nature.  To  this  end  a  great  variety  of  courses  are 
offered:  freehand  drawing  from  casts,  models  and  still-life;  drawing  from  furniture, 
flowers  and  machinery;  drawing  in  outline,  and  in  light  and  shade;  wash  drawing,  pen 
ilrawing,  charcoal  drawing  and  pencil  drawing; 
architectural  drawing  and  machine  drafting; 
designing  for  needlework,  bent  iron  work,  furniture, 
wood-turning,  wood-carving,  sheet-metal  work, 
pyrography,  tiles,  and  book  covers ;  outdoor  sketch- 
ing from  nature  and  sketching  from  the  human  I 
figure ;  water  color  painting. 

But  this  is  not  all.  Along  with  the  making  of 
drawings  and  designs  conies  a  study  of  the  works  of  masters,  old  and  new.  Magazines 
and  books  are  read,  illustrated  lectures  attended  anil  papers  written.  In  this  way 
appreciation  of  the  spirit  and  motive  of  art  and  craftsmanship  are  gained  as  well  as 
appreciation  of  their  technique.

Rorologtcal  Department 


STANDARD  of  excellence  which  characterizes  all  work  done  at  Bradley,  was 
maintained  in  this  section  of  the  school,  during-  the  past  year,  and  has 
even  reached  out  farther  and  higher  than  ever  liefore.  The  work  has  been 
more  systeniized  and  regulated,  hence  the  possibilities  of  rapid  advance- 
ment are  greatly  increased. 


The  equi]>nient,  always  the  liest  that  could  he  procured,  has  been 
greatly  increased  in  all  departments  of  the  school,  especially  is  this  the  case  in  Optics, 
which  seems  to  be  the  more  favored  one  in  the  minds  of  the  students,  who  realize  the 
advantage  of  learning  the  optical  business  while  studying  watch  work,  thus  ]jrL-])aring 
themselves  for  either  occupation. 


The  student  in  Watch  Work  begins  his  course  in  the  Jewelry  Room  under  competent 
instructors.  Here  he  makes  some  of  the  tools  needed  in  his  work  later  on.  From  here 
he  moves  to  the  ABC  Room,  where  he  is  expected  to  do  certain  specified  work.  His 
work  is  examined  and  mistakes  corrected,  and  he  must  be  able  to  pass  an  examination 
before  he  goes  to  the  Finishing  Room. 

Here  he  encounters  all  the  difficulties  that  beset  a  watchmaker.  He  is  taught  the 
theory  of  watch  construction,  how  to  draw  the  mechanical  parts  of  a  watch,  and  engrav- 
ing of  all  kinds. 

The  methods  employed  at  the  Horological  Department  are  so  thorough  and  direct 
that  the  young  men  who  have  been  there  during  the  course  of  about  a  year  or  more,  can 
find  ready  employment  with  first-class  jewelry  firms  all  over  this  country.  Last  year  the 
demand  for  workmen  from  different  departments  was  greater  than  the  school  could 
supply.  These  facts  speak  volumes  for  the  reputation  of  this  department  of  Bradley 
Polytechnic  Institute,  because  of  the  expert  workmen  it  turns  out,  and  must  add 
immensely  to  the  influence  exerted  by  the  Institute.  During  the  past  year  the  Horo- 
logical Department  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  seventy-five  students.

'E  the  last  Annual  the  Eng-ineeriiii;'  Clu1i  has  had  a  steady  and  grati- 
fying growth.  At  that  time  its  mem1)ership  was  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
live.  During  the  hast  year  the  opportunities  and  the  benefits  arising  from 
this  organization  have  been  extended  so  as  to  emln-ace  aU  members  of 
the  Horological  Institute  who  desire  to  unite  with  the  Clul),  and  its 
memljership  has  now  reached  one  hunch^ed  and  ninety-eight. 

It  has  followed  the  same  lines  of  work  during  the  past  year  as  here- 
tofore. Its  purpose  and  aims  have  been  to  increase  interest  in  the  study 
of  Engineering  and  Manual  Arts,  and  to  furnish  its  members  means  of 
obtaining  information  on  mechanical  and  engineering  subjects,  and  to  show  them  how 
engineering  is  applied  to  commercial  life.  To  stimulate  the  interest  in  the  study  of 
Engineering,  etc.,  lectures  were  delivered  before  the  Club  as  follows: 

On  October  25,  1901,  E.  O.  Sisson  on  Marine  Engines.  Mr.  Sisson's  lecture 
savored  enough  of  Engineering  to  make  his  words  appreciated  from  a  technical  stand- 
point, and  at  the  same  time  was  given  in  such  a  popular  way  as  to  be  entertaining  and 
instructive  to  all. 

On  November  16,  1901,  Oscar  Schimpff  gave  a  very  instructive  talk  on  his  visit  to 
the  Pan-American  Exposition.  Mr.  Schimpli'  described  the  diiierent  buildings  as  he 
saw  them,  giving  special  attention  to  exhibits  of  engines.  The  paper  was  followed  by 
a  general  discussion. 

On  December  12,  1901,  Professor  Bishop  on  The  Nerust  Lamp.  The  lecture  was 
indeed  very  interesting  and  instructive  and  showed  considerable  recent  work  on  the  part 
of  Mr.  Bishop  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  subject  in  an  up-to-date  way. 

On  February  7,  1902,  the  President  of  the  Club,  Ralph  West,  read  a  paper  on 
Electric  Railroads.  The  paper  was  supplemented  by  stereopticon  views.  Mr.  West 
explained  the  general  prolilems  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  an  electric  railway, 
beginning  with  the  power  house  and  ending  with  the  wiring  of  cars. 

Mr.  Schimpff  followed  with  a  review  of  the  excursion  to  the  electric  light  station. 
Many  terms  and  electric  appliances  were  explained  by  both  speakers.  The  meeting 
closed  with  a  general  discussion. 

On  March  15,  Mr.  Hood  and  Mr.  Raymond  gave  talks  on  Steel,  and  both  were 
received  with  enthusiasm.  Mr.  Hood  took  up  the  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
man  using  very  small  steel  and  from  the  experimental  standpoint,  illustrating  his  talk 
with  some  excellent  microscopic  views. 

Mr.  Raymond  spoke  from  the  standpoint  of  the  man  using  heavy  steel.  The  two 
talks  brought  forth  much  discussion  upon  the  handling  of  different  grades  of  steel. 

On  April  4,  1902,  the  last  meeting  of  the  year,  Mr.  Brubaker  spoke  on  Water  Gas, 
illustrating  his  talk  with  blackboard  diagrams.  Mr.  Day  followed  with  Coal  Gas. 
The  general  subject  was  discussed  by  Professor  Ashman. 

In  order  to  show  how  Engineering  is  applied  to  commercial  life  the  Club  had  a 
series  of  successful  and  instructive  excursions  to  various  large  manufacturing  plants  of 
the  city. 


The  Club  was  organized  February  23,  1898,  with  a  membership  of  twenty-five.  L. 
L.  Simpson  was  elected  president,  and  Charles  A.  Bennett,  secretary.  For  1899,  Ralph 
Olmstead  was  elected  president  and  F.  D.  Crawshaw  was  appointed  secretary.  In  1900 
the  same  officers  were  elected.  On  the  departure,  in  October,  of  Mr.  Olmstead,  George 
Ramsey  was  elected  president.  For  1501  Mr.  Ramsey  was  elected  president  and  F.  D. 
Crawshaw  was  appointed  secretary.  The  officers  for  the  present  year  are:  President, 
Ralph  West;  First  Vice-President,  Joseph  Paul;  Second  Vice-President,  Fred  Kraemer; 
'i'reasurer,  Fred  Bourland;  Secretary,  F.  D.  Crawshaw. 

The  C\uh  once  a  year  enjoys  life  from  a  social  standpoint,  laying  aside  its  objects 
of  learning  and  research.  On  February  22,  1902,  about  ninety-three  students  of  the 
two  schools  assembled  in  the  Domestic  Economy  rooms  for  the  fourth  annual  camp 
fire.    The  evening  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  fortunate  members  present. 

The  Engineering  Club  has  been  a  strong  organization  from  the  beginning,  and  the 
increasing  interest  in  its  object  and  methods  proves  that  Engineering  and  Scientific 
students  are  realizing  the  value  and  help  of  such  an  organization.

Etbletics 


/\  j  THLETICS,  in  general,  during  the  past  year  has  continued  to  hold  its 

1/  \        important  place  in  the  history  of  Bradley  Institute.    The  effective  work 

/      \      of  the  Athletic  Board  and  the  spirit  shown  by  the  student  body,  are  two 
©00000^0   of  the  many  reasons  for  the  high  standard  that  has  been  maintained. 

When  we  compare  the  past  results  of  Bradley  on  the  athletic  iield  with 
those  of  the  present,  we  can  readily  see  a  marked  improvement ;  moreover  one  that  has 
been  made  with  teams  composed  of  men  that  have  never  played  on  the  regular  teams 
before. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  football  season,  the  team  was  taken  in  charge  by  coach 
Duncan,  who  developed  one  of  the  fastest  teams  Bradley  has  ever  had.  However,  on 
account  of  the  late  date  that  school  started,  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  team  in  form 
early  enough  to  play  a  long  schedule. 

In  all  previous  years  athletics  during  the  winter  have  been  dead,  but  this  year  the 
athletic  iield  was  converted  into  a  rink  which  afforded  plenty  of  sport  for  the  whole 
school. 

No  branch  of  athletics,  in  which  a  Bradley  team  has  ever  tried  for  honors,  has  left 
as  deep  an  impression  with  the  opponents  as  base  ball.  This  is  one  reason  for  the  present 
reputation  of  Bradley  on  the  diamond.  When  Mr.  Voris  took  the  position  as  coach  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season,  it  was  feared  that  the  former  record  of  Bradley  could  not 
be  maintained,  but  under  his  direction  the  team  has  done  some  fine  work,  and  as  far  as 
the  season  has  been  played  has  proved  itself  as  strong  as  any  of  its  predecessors. 

Track  athletics  have  not  improved  with  the  same  rapidity  that  is  evident  in  some  of 
the  other  branches,  but  from  the  outlook  this  season  will  be  one  of  the  most  successful. 
Without  a  gymnasium,  training  can  never  start  until  warm  weather;  this  makes  it 
impossible  to  hold  any  meets  early  in  the  season.  Tennis  which  has  been  in  previous 
years  in  the  hands  of  an  association  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Athletic  Board,  who 
have  appointed  a  manager.

HE  GNOTHAUTII,  organized  in  October.  1899.  lias  grown  to  he  one  of  the 
most  important  organizations  of  the  school.  Throngh  the  nnusual  abihty  of 
its  first  president.  John  Waheke,  the  society  at  once  started  upon  a  most  suc- 
cessful career.  The  first  year  the  membership  was  small  yet  some  excellent 
])rograms  were  rendered. 

In  March,  1901,  Anna  Tjaden  became  the  second  president.     She  left 
school  a  short  time  later  which  compelled  her  to  sever  relations  with  the 
society.    The  vacancy  was  filled  by  Edward  Beimfohr. 
In  October,  1901,  Mr,  Beimfohr  was  re-elected  president.    After  some  energetic 
work  by  the  officers  and  committees,  the  interest,  wduch  had  somewhat  waned  during 
the  summer  months,  was  rekindled  and  rose  higher  than  before.    Twenty  persons 
applied  for  meml)ership,  most  of  whmn  were  accepted. 

On  the  evening  of  Jainiar_\'  2d,  the  first  open  meeting  was  gi\'en.  A  good  program 
was  prepared  and  the  pul;)lic  invited.  Later  the  Faculty  with  commendable  wisdom  and 
foresight,  placed  the  matter  of  a  fitting  celebration  i>f  the  anniversary  of  Washington's 
Birthday  entirely  into  the  hands  of  the  society,  and  the  ne.xt  public  meeting  was  given 
on  Feliruary  22d.  ]\Iuch  favorable  comment  on  both  occasions  gave  the  members  every 
reason  to  feel  that  their  efforts  had  been  appreciated. 

On  the  2d  of  last  March  the  present  efficient  corps  of  officers  was  elected :  Presi- 
dent, Victor  West;  Vice-President,  Don  Joseph;  Secretary,  Francis  Neef;  Treasurer, 
Sidney  Outright ;  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Eugene  Kenyon.  These  are  all  men  of  experience 
and  ability  and  it  is  confidently  to  be  expected  that  under  their  able  leadership  the 
society  in  the  future  will  attain  to  even  higher  levels  than  in  the  past. 

The  lienefits  of  such  an  organization,  to  those  who  participate  in  the  advantages 
it  affords,  are  not  to  l)e  valued  lightly.  It  is  here  that  perchance  the  slumbering  talent 
of  some  future  Sappho,  sr)me  "village  Hampden,"  or  some  "mute  inglorious  Milton" 
may  l:)e  awakened  and  find  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  growth.  The  musical  exercises 
give  the  future  Calves,  Carenos  and  Paderewskis  an  opportunity  early  to  overcome 
that  timidity  which  later  still  might  prove  embarrassing,  even  when  worlds  bow  at  their 
feet.  The  plays  frecjuently  given  afford  the  future  Richard  Mansfields,  Joe  Jeffersons, 
Maud  Adamses  and  Julia  Marlows  an  early  accjuaintance  with  the  ideasures  and  pains 
of  real  stage  life.  The  practice  of  extemporaneous  speaking  will  later  prove  a  boon  to 
many  an  ambitious  youth  "stumping  the  field"  in  an  eft'ort  .to  satisfy  his  political 
aspirations.  The  practice  in  debating  will  lie  helpful  to  nianv  a  Gnothautiian  in  after 
days  when,  in  congressional  halls  he  will  wish  to  vanquish  an  enemy  to  a  measure 
introduced  for  the  public  good.  To  some  the  knowledge  gained  of  parliamentary  law 
will  be  found  in\-alualile  when  by  virtue  of  being  Vice-President  they  will  preside  over 
the  deliberations  of  the  Senate.  And  the  rhetorical  skill  accjuired  in  literary  composi- 
tion will  be  found  of  greatest  value  to  others  when  as  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America  they  will  prepare  their  annual  message  to  Congress.  In  view  of  these  facts 
is  it  not  important  that  every  aspiring  student  of  the  B.  P.  I.  should  become  a  member 
of  the  Gnothautii.
